NPW YORK, Nov. 3.—[{Special Dis- 
patch.] When the sun started on its 
daily trip across the skies this morn- 
ing it saw part of New York’s popula- 
tion still parading the streets, whoop- 
ing, yelling and blowing tin horns. 
There was ‘very little sleep enjoyed by 
the citizens ofthis man’s town last 
night, for that portion of the popula- 
whfch téffained up all night 
seemed deliberately intent on keeping 
the sleepy ones awake. 

Long before Van Wyck’s election was 
officially announced Broadway, from 
the Battery to Harlem, was one seeth- 
ing mags of impatient humanity. Meg- 


} aphones, tin horns, and screechers rent 


the air with hideous sounds from night- 
fall until after sunrise. As this is 
written a crowd of several hundred 
Tammany Indians in front of the West 
Twenty-third-street telegraph office is 
holding a seance. 

As the night wore on the enthusiasm 
of the Tammanyites became more in- 
tense and then their ardor knew no 
bounds. They were celebrating their 
return to power after an absence of 
three years. .The tenderloin madly re- 
joiced® over Tammanys’ victory. The 
good old days had come again for the 
good old tenderloin. Crowds began to 
gather in the tenderloin as early as 6 
o’clock' in the evening. At’ 10 that 
backbone of the tenderloin between 
Fourteenth and Forty-second, streets 
was almost impassable. At 6 o’clock 
this morning it: was still. filled with 
people, many of whom were staggering 
under their libations to the patron 
saint of the city that will be “wide 
open.” | 
Van Wyck’s vote has gained steadily 
since my earlier dispatch, so the indi- 
cations now are that his plurality will 
-be 84,000. The Sun gives these figures, 
| while the Journal, the Telegraph and 
the Press place his plurality close to 
90,000. Following is the vote given in 
the 6 o’clock edition of the World: 

Manhattan borough—Van Wyck, 142,- 
163; Low, 75,938; Tracy, 55,629; George, 
12,362.

The Demo- 
cratic candidates for borough presi- 
dents of Manhattan, the Bronx, Kings, 
Queens and Richmond, and the Demo- 
cratic nominees of the party for Jus- 
tices of the Supreme Court and for 
county offices in the counties comprised 
in Greater New York received large 
pluralities.

Day of Anxiety for Politicians. 
Democratic Hopes Waning. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

COLUMBUS (0O.,) Nov. 3.—This has 

been a day of anxiety with the Ohio 

politicians. It opened with the Re- 
publicans and Democrats both claiming 
the election of their State tickets and 

a majority of the Legislature. This 

forenoon the Democrats couceded the 


the following 


-| election of the Repubtiean State ticket 


by a larger plurality than was given 
last night in the earliest of these dis- 
patches. Tonight the Democratic 
State Committee announces no defti- 
nite claims on the Legislature, and the 
Republican State Committee raised its 
claim to a majority of five on joint 
ballot as follaws: Senate, 17 Repub- 
licans, 19 Democrats; House, 58, Repub- 
licans, 51 Democrats; total, 75 Repub- 
licans, 70 Democrats. Wood county 
had been conceded to the Democrats 
until tonight, when the complete re- 
turns caused the Republicans’ to 
claim it. 

On the returns-complete at Repub- 
lican headquarters, the Democrats will 
have a majority of two in the Senate 
and the Republicans seven inthe 
House. The fusionists from Cincin- 
nati are all counted as Democrats. 
The Republicans can organize the 
House without them. 
is the only one of the four Senators 
elected on the Fusion ticket in Cincin- 
nati who is a Republican, and he now 
If Senator Voight 
should vote with the Republicans on 
the organization of the Senate, or any- 
thing else, the vote would be a tie with 
the MLieutenant-Governor, a Repub- 
lican, having the deciding vote, 


The Republicans now expect two or }. 


more of the fusionists to vote with 
them for Senator, in which event they 
claim a majority of seven on joint bal- 
lot, with 77 Republicans and 6 Demo- 
crets. 

When it was thought today that con- 
trol of the Legislature . might de- 
pend upon one vote, there was appre- 
hension of trouble in some counties. 
Emissaries were sent out from State 
headquarters to close counties to watch 
the counting. The Ohio law provides 
that “not less than one nor more than 
five days from the date of eleotion 
the deputy State supervisors in each 
county shall begin the official canvass 


of the vote, and continue from day. 


to day until completed.” 

In event of protracted contests in the 
close counties. the suspense of today 
might have continued until the Legis- 
lature met next January. 

Since the change of the claims at 
Democratic State headquarters on the 
complexion of the Legislature, two im- 
portant rumors have-been vigorously 
circulated. One is that John R. Me- 
Lean will be pressed by the Ohio De- 
mocracy for the Demoeratie nomination 
for President in 1900, and that Senator 
Hanna will have opposition in his own 
party for election to the Senate. It is 
claimed by those advocating McLean 
for the Presidential nomination that he 
deserves it for the reduction of the 
Republican plurality to less than half 
of what it was last year, and of the 
Republican majority in the Legislature 
from eighty on joint ballot to five. 
And the Democrats claim that the ma- 
jority on joint ballot would be five the 
other way if they had an equal chance 
on contests. There are sixty-six mem- 
bers of the State Senate, and there are 
only one or two of the Senatorial dis- 
tircts that are so close or doubtful as 
to admit of contests on which Repub- 
lican Senators could be unseated. 

On the other hand, there are 109 mem- 
bers of the House in which the Repub- 
licans claim a majority of seven, while 
the Democrats have a majority of two 
in the Senate. There are several coun- 
ties so close on the vote for Represent- 
tives that several seats could -be 
changed in that body. In the settle- 
ment of contested seats, the Repub- 
licans would have such an advantage 
in the house over the Democrats in the 
Senate that it is not likely the latter 
will be aggressors in that matter. And 
this may allow the close margins of the 
Republicans on joint ballot for Sena- 
tor to go uncontested in any of the 
*elose counties or before the Committee 
on Elections in the General Assembly. 

There is another alleged movement 
which is causing much niore comment, 
and that is the rumor that Gov. Bush- 
nell will be brought out for Senator 
against:Marcus A. Hanna - Allen O. 
Myers, one of the authorities at Demo-

Officials at Calcutta.

Vessel Libeled for Customs Duties 
and Crew Assaulted by Sepoy 
Ruffians—The Outrage Referred 
to the State Department.

DULUTH (Minn.,) Nov. 3.—{Special 
Dispatch.] Capt. Alexander McDougall, 
general manager of the American Steel 
Barge Company of this city, today re- 
ceived an official report from Capt. L, 
Laverg of the whaleback steamer City 
of Everett, which sailed from San 
Francisco some time ago with a relief 
cargo for the famine sufferers in India, 
ia which the most sensational charges 
are made 
against the British customs officials at 
Calcultta and English residents of that 
city. 

The report is dated at Calcutta, Sep- 
tember 18 last. At that time the Ev- 
erett was Ifpeled on account of. the in- 
ability of Capt. Laverg to pay the du- 
ties the customs officials levied on the 
cargo. 


When the American whaleback en- 


tered the harbor at Calcutta, trouble 
began. ~The English pilot. informed 
Capt. Laverg that he would have dene 
better to have brought a cargo of rapid- 
fire guns to kill the natives, rather 
than a cargo of food to keep them 
alive. 

Then the customs officials refused to 
allow the cargo to land without paying 
what Capt. Laverg terms an exorbitant 
duty. For ten days the vessel remained 


at Calcutta, without being able to land 
In the meantime English | 
} traders and subjects are said to have 


any cargo. 


uBed every possible means to induce 
the natives to refuse to accept the sup- 
plies. 

The American Consul at Calcutta was 
away on leave, and Capt. Laverg 
applied to the Consul at Manila, but 
was told Calcutta was out of his dis- 
trict. Capt. Laverg offered to pay the 
duties, but in doing so informed the 
officials that he had net -heen charged 
duty.at Singapore, whereupon the cus- 
toms officers promptly assessed these 


duties against the Everett's cargo also, 

The same report states that three 
Américan sailors of the Everett were 
assaulted’ in a saloon in Calcutta by 
Sepoy sailors from British merchant- 


men the day after the Everett 
reached port, and two are still in the 
hospital. 


The officials of the American Earge 
Company will take immediate steps to 
get the Everett out of Calcutta, and 
will probably refer the captain's re- 
port to the State Department at. Wash- 
ington. 

In his report, the captain says the 
American Consul at Manila is 1 dis- 
grace to the United States, while he 
pays high tribute to the efforts of Gen. 
Pratt at Singapore to assist the Pver- 
ett. 

The natives appear to have appre- 
ciated the efforts of the Americans to 
relieve their distress, fog§many of them 
came to the coast from far in the in- 
terior, riding hundreds of miles on the 
backs of oxen. ~

MADRID, Nov. 3.—Sefior Salvani 
has written a letter to newspapers 
here in reply to the article on the 
Cuban question, published in an 
American magazine, of which article — 
Hannis Taylor, the former . United 
States Minister of Spain, is the aue 
thor. The sefior says: “T am as- 
tounded at Mr. Taylor’s article.” 

Continuing, he proceeds to tell the 
following story: “I met Mr. Taylor 
last April in a street of Madrid, and, 
though out of prudence I asked him 
nothing, he said: ‘Spain must not 
suppress the Cuban insurgents by 
force of arms alone. She must carry 
out reforms.’ 

“He did not mention a word about 
autonomy, but he added: ‘Peace will. 
then follow immediately. Spain has a 
friend in the White House, whose term 
is on the eve of expiring, and she 
ought to profit by the opportunity to 
obtain peace speedily, for whoever suc- 
ceeds him he is certain to be less fa- ° 
vorable to Spain than President Cleve- 
land.’ 

“TJ recognized the importance of the 
foregoing declaration and hastened to 
communicate with my friend Canovas 
(the former Premier,) who warmly 
thanked me in a letter which I have 
retained. Soon afterward the reforms 
of Canovas began to-be talked about, 
and I was commissioned to explain 
them to Mr. Taylor, and to teil him 
they would be published within a 
fortnight, as actually occurred. Mr. 
Taylor embraced me, saying, ‘You and 
I will bring about peace in Cube, and 
thus powerfully coniribute to the good 
of huritanity, and uphold the great in- 
terests of civilization vy ending the 
war, tae prototype of crime and a re- 
turn to parbarism.’ 

“T agaia hastened to communicate 
these. woids. in the proper quarter. 
Just prior to these events, Mr. Taylor, 
at lunch in my house and in company 
with.Castelar and others, toasted 
peace, warmly protesting his admira- 
tion and love for Spain, and expressing 
the desire to.see us succeed in the work 
of pacification. 

“Shortly after the election @f Mce 
Kinley, when it was mooted that Mr. 
Sherman would he made Secretary of 
State, I asKed Mr. Taylor if Spain 
would not have reason to fear a man 
“who, ina speech in the Senate, had dis- 


played such hatred of Spain. Mr. Tay- 
lor replied: ‘Don’t notice that, for 
Sherman, aS a responsible minister, - 
will change his opinions. Spain has 
nothing to fear in this respect. 

In conclusion, Sefior Salvani_ said: 
“These ideas and sentiments differ 


greatly from those attributed to him 
now.

The in- 
dications are that these enormous piu- 
ralities have been swept away, and @ 
reverse plurality of between 30,000 and 
50,000 is given. The greatest surprise 
of the returns are the great gains made 
in the Assembly by the Democrats, 
many of them being in counties and 
districts where there Was no expecta- 
tion on the part of Democratic man- 
agers of winning. Republicans attrib- 
ute these gains to the heated municipal 
campaigns and the trading of votes. 
The morning returns indicate that the 
Republicans will still control, the As- 
sembly, although by a largely decreased 
majority. 

More surprising, perhaps, than the 
returns on the State and Assembly 
District tickets, were the results of the 
municipal campaigns in the large cities, 
New York, Buffalo, Rothester, Bing- 
hampton, Syracuse, Utica, Albany, 
Troy and Schnectady elected Demo- 
cratic mayors. In Albany the condi- 
tions were very similar to those- in 
New York. Two Republican candidates 
split up the vote of that party and al- 
lowed the Democrat to win. The com- 
bined Republican vote was 2000 in ex- 
cess of the Democratic vote. In Buf- 
falo and Rochester Republican guc- 
cess was thought to be almost sure 
prior to the election. 

A COMPLETE REVERSE.

Such a rush 10 the polls has never 
been Known, except in Presidential 
years. Rainy weather failed to dampen 
civic enthusiasm. The registration was 
abnormal. The total of 567,267 votes, 
Was only 11,475 behind that: of: 1896. 
Last year only 6.66 per cent, of the 
voters failed to vote for President, and 
the estivated total vote this year of 
528,000 shows that the falling-off does 
not much exceed that of 1896. 

The vote for Tracy, the Republican 
mayoralty candidate, was divided by 
the candidacy of Seth Low, upon a 
Citizens’ ticket. 

Low was second in the race and 
Tracy third. The George vote was in- 
considerable. The death of the leader 
evidently disintegrated his following, 
and thousands evidéntly -voted - for 
Tammany’'s candidates. It is claimed 
that young George lost many votes 
through the failure of inspectors to af- 
fix his name to the mayoralty tickets. 

The official vote for Mayor follows: 
Van Wyck, 235,800; Low, 149,873; Tracy, 
101,833: George, 20,832: Gleason, 612. 

The vote for Van Wyck is about 44.25 
per cent. of the total vote cast, or less 
than the 45.21 per cent. cast for Bryan 
in 1896 in the same territory. > 

The united vote for Low and Tracy 
shows 14,127 more than Van Wyck re- 
ceived. The metropolitan district is 
normally Democratic and.the plurality 
for Van Wyck is a return to normal 
conditions in an election not influenced 
by national issues. |

NO NEWSPAPER MAIL. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 3.—The 
Postoffice Department has issued a no- 
tice to the public, stating that news- 
paper mail cannot be sent to the Klon- 
dike before next spring, even when it 
is inclosed in envelopes and letter post- 
age paid on it. The recent large in- 
crease in the quantity of letter mail 
has made the order excluding newspa- 
pers imperative. Two new Canadian 
postoffices on the other side of the 
Chileoot Pass have just been estab- 
lished. One is located at Tagish. Lake 
and the other at Lake Labarge, and 
wear those names. Both are in the 


Northwest Territory. 


CANADIAN ROUTES.

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Nov. 3.—[Spe- 
cial Correspondence of the Associated 
Press, by the steamer Al-Ki.] 

SKAGUAY, Alaska, Oot. 27, 1897. 

The weather at Lakes Bennett and 
‘Lindeman lately has been exceedingly 
fine. Following the cold snap at the 
beginning of this month when the mer- 
cury fell below freezing point, came a 
milder term, and the coldest weather 
recorded since has been 8 deg. above 
zero. The lakes were still open on 
Saturday last, and a few people were 
gtill leaving for Dawson City, although 
it is probable that those leaving Lake 
Bermett after this date will not get 
farther down than Lake Tagish. All 
the old-timers and the Indians here say 
that the weather has been more open 
than for years past. It has provedan 
unmixed blessing to those who at one 
time bade fair to either winter on-the 
trails or cache their outfits and turn 
back. The Skaguay trail is compara- 
tively clear, although considerable 
‘packing is still being done between 
Skaguay and Summit. 

A good many of the argonauts are 
still making their way over the Chil- 


coot Pass, packing their own outfits, ’ 


as the Indians have practically re- 
tired from the business for this sea- 
son. An Indian will not venture over 
the pass until winter has thoroughly 
set in, and the snow has become 
packed. 

Reports of narrow escapes from be- 
ing frozen to deagh on Chilcoot Sum- 
mit come in fro time to time, but 
as yet, no fatality has been recorded. 

‘A physician from Kansas City had 
a close call , 
with cold, he crawled into. a cache 
where he was accidentally discovered 
by some white packers. 
a state of coma when found, and it 
was only by the greatest exertion that 
his life was saved. 

At Lake Bennett there are 200 cab- 
ins, each containing from two to nine 
outfits. Many of the gold hunters are 
returning, having left behind one of 
their party to take care of their outfits 
@uring the winter. 

At Lake Lindeman, there are about 
seventy-five tents and cabins. The 
Canadian government is now having 
about eighty tons of provisions packed 
over Chilcoot trail for the use of the

Little Hope for the Vessels Frozen 
in in the Arctic. . 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 3.—The 
whaling steamer Alexander arrived 
here today from Point Barrow and re- 
ports that she left at Herschel Island, on 
August 20 last, the whalers Grampus, 
Fearless, Orca, Newport, Jeanie, Belve- 
dere and Wanderer, hemmed in by the 
ice, with little or no chance of escape, 
although none of them had sufficient 
provisions to carry the crew through 
the winter. Capt. Tilton expressed 
grave fears for the safety of the fleet 
which he left in the ice, as all of the 
vessels were in precarious conditions. 
The Alexander had a terrible experience 
bucking through the floes. by which 
she was surrounded off Cape Smith, 
the ice being so solidly packed that it 
took the vessel, with a full head of 
steam on, over eighteen hours to cut 
her way through it for a distance of 
four ship’s lengths to open water. She 
was again surrounded off Sea Horse 
Island, but on September 17, a north- 
west wind moved the pack sufficiently 
to free her. 


SALMON DISAPPEARING, 


Government Experts Say Fish are 
Being Exterminated. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REYVORT.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 3.—The 
United States Fish Commission's 
Steamer Albatross has arrived from 
Alaskan waters. The report of Com- 
mander Moser will say that the Alaska 
salmon will disappear if there are 
not efforts made to propagate the fish: 
and restock the waters. This is rec- 
ognized by the packers, and some of 
them are now maintaining private 
hatcheries to fill the streams from 
which they draw their supplies. Last 
year the output of the Alaska packers 
was 1,000,000 cases of forty-eight 
pounds each, or 48,000,000 pounds of 
canned salmon. This year there was 
a material falling off. It is understood 
Congress for enough money to ebtab. 
lish hatcheries, and thus keep alive 
the salmon in the northern waters. 
Commander Moser reports that many 
shad planted in these waters were 
caught in the traps of the Alaska can- 

neries this year. | 


TREASURE HUNTERS,

It is claimed that 
Patton’s alleged forgery was the giving 
of a receipt for a San Francisco firm 
with whom he had been doing business, 
and that the receipt was given as an 
accommodation, frequently practiced in 
business.

COLLIS’S NERVE INTACT, 


STILL WORKING TO GET THE CEN- 
TRAL PACIFIC DEBT FUNDED. 


The Indebtedness Will Probably be 
Scaled Down More Than One- 
half—Huantington Will Threaten 
Long Litigation in Order to 
Force a Compromise, 


{SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. j 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—Pluck, per- 
severance, &nd self-assurance are the 
three great essential qualities for suc- 
cess. These three qualities have en- 
abled Collis P. Huntington to ‘“de- 
velop the great resources of the West 
and make the desert bloom as- the 
rose.”’ This was the old man’s state- 
ment to the HouSe Committee on Pa- 
cific Railroads, and incidentally it was 
brought out that while redeeming the 
waste lands and irrigating the desert 
he had secured a nest egg of his own 
amounting to about $80,000,000. He said 
that he did not think that this com- 
pensation was unreasonably large. 

When the Funding Bill came up in 
Congress Judge Powers said that he 
did not suppose that there was a mem- 
ber of the House who did not want 
some kind of a funding bi!] passed in 
order that the government coud realize 
a portion of the vast su:s expended 
in planting this ‘“‘octopus’”’ with its steel 
tentacles in the midst of the fertile 
West, where it could. suck the life 
blood from the people of that favored 
section. It was said on the floor of 
the House and of the Senate that un- 
less the United States government 
made a compromise hy which it would 
defer the payment of its claims over a 
series of years, amounting in all to 
nearly a century, it would lose all of its 
debt. When the Funding Bill failed to 
pass, the Pacific Railroads eom- 
mittees in both the House and the Sen- 
ate hastened to prepare new bills, 
which were reported favorably in order 
to stave off the great disaster of hav- 
ing the Union Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany become defendants in foreclosure 
proceedings. 

When no action was taken the Reor- 
ganization Committee offered $27,000,000 
and the $17,000,000 that was in the 
United States treasury uncer the Thiur- 
man law. This aiready belonged to the 
government, and not to the committee 


which offeréd to ‘pay it to the govern- 
ment for the 


Gen. Harmon, both being largely in- 
terested ‘in railroads themselves, and 
therefore sympathizing with the bank- 
ers furnishing the money for the pur- 
chase of the Union Pacific property, ac- 


Gen. Harmon filed formal answers and 
the suits were pushed rapidly to com- 
pletion in order that the sale could 
take place as soon as possible. For 
once the delays of the law were favor- 
able to the people. The railroad was 
not sold in time for the carrying out 
of the agreement. 

A quiet investigation brought to light 
the fact that another syndicate was 
ready to buy the properties at a figure 
that would realize about $20,000,009 
more to the United States government. 
Very singularly a number of promi- 
nent officials, as well as some news- 
papers were opposed to the govern- 
ment accepting this $20,000,000 ‘on the 
ground that it was in honor bound to 
‘carry out the agreement made with 
the Reorganization Committee. Fortu- 
nately, there was no provision in the 
United States Constitution or the laws 
of the United States which, authorized 
the officers of the United States govern- 
ment to make any such contract of do- 
nation. <Atty.-Gen. Harmon construed 
the proposition to be a mere offer of 
purchase and not a contract of sale, 
and also went further and correctly 
held with hundreds ‘of decisions to back 
his opinion, and none against it, that 
a contract to prevent, bidding at a ju- 
dicial sale was absolutely void, as 
against public policy. ee 

Then these gentlemen who claimed 
before the Pacific railroads committees 
that they had offered the last dollar 
that they could pay, immediately 
changed their minds about their finan- 
cial condition, and raised their bid so. 
as to cover the entire amount due the 
United States government. In view of 
this fact the favorable reports of the 
Pacific railroads committees now make 
very interesting reading, and- show 


tors and Represenatives in Congress to 
he greatly mistaken, even after thor- 
ough and exhaustive investigations. 
The colossal nerve cf Collis P. Hunt- 
ington, Which never forsook him in times 
past, is still intact, and he will appear 
before the coming session of Congress 
with as strong a lpbby as ever to try to 
get the Central Pacific’s debt funded. 
Sherrill is already here laying the 
foundation for-the new campaign this 
winter. It will be remembered that un- 
til a very short time ago it was 
claimed that the Central Pacific could 
afford to offer better terms than the 
Union Pacific, because the latter was 
insolvent, while the former was leased 
in such a way as to furnish a sure, 
though small, dividend. It was also 
represented that the Central Pacific 
property had been beiter managed, and 


the Union Pacific. The proposition that 
will be made befcre the next Congress 
«ill amount to about 40 per cent. As 
foreclosure proceedings have resulted 
in the Union Pacific Railroad Company 
naying its indebtedness in full, it is 
difficult to see how a plausible argu- 
ment is to be constructed in favor of 
sealing the indebtedness of the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company down more 
than one-half. 

It is probable that there is not an- 
other man in the United States who 
has sufficient nerve to make such a 
proposition, in view of the present 
known facts. and it is not probable 
that Congress will view it as being safe 
to accept. 

There is some question as to whether 
or not the Centra! Pacific Railroad 
Company has yet been in default. 
There will be no question, however, 
after the first of January unless’ the 
bonds maturing at that time are taken 
eare of by the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company. The real purpose of Huni- 
ington’'s renewed efforts to obtain a 
sompromise of the indebtedness of the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company to 
the government is to make such finan-

BRITISH WEST INDIES FEEL 
THE LACK OF TRADE. 
They Urge the Home Government to 


Secure a Treaty with the’ 
United States.

, [ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
“LONDON, Nov. 3.—It has been 
known here for some time that the 
West Indian possessions of Great 
Britain were urging the home govern- 
ment to secure them all the reciprocity 
advantages possible under the Dingley 
act. The initiative was taken by 
British Guiana, where the high court 
of colonial Legislature unanimously 
adopted a resolution requesting the au- 
thorities at London to instruct the 
British Ambassador at Washington to 
secure all the advantages offered other 
countries in the line of reciprocity. 
The debate in the high court brought 


dustry of the colony, which is the chief 
one, was dependent to a large extent 
on the American market, the shipments 
to the United States eceeding those to 
all other countries. Without a reci- 
procity arrangement, it was stated in 
the debate, South American’ sugar- 
producing countries would secure con- 
trol of the American market, and the 
industry of Guiana would be crippled, 
if not destroyed. It was understood 
that the other British-American col- 
onies would take action similar to 
that by British Guiana. 

The instructions nuw issued to Sir 
Julian Pauncefote are in response to 
these appeals from the British colonies. 

The British colonies wnich secured 
reciprocity treaties under the McKin- 
ley law were Barbadoes, Guiana, 
Jamaica, the Leeward Islands, Trini- 
dad and the Windward Islands. The 
treaties were negotiated between Sir 
Julian Pauncefote and Mr. Blaine on 
February 1, 1892, and President Harri- 
son put them into effect the same 
day by proclamation. In that case the 
British government acted for the col- 
onies, but subsequently each colony 
passed a law carrying the reciprocity 
arrangement into effect. The same 
procedure would be observed in the 
present case. No reciprocity treaties 
were made for the British possessions 
of the Bahamas and Bermudas, as it 
was found that there were no articles 
on which Teciprocal exchange could be 
made. 

The aggregate trade of these British 
colonies is very great, exceeding that 
of some of the first-class nations. When 
the last treaties were made the ex- 
ports of the colonies were $32,000,000 an- 
nually, and the imports about the same. 
The main shipments to the United 
States are sugar, $8,730,000: fruits, =, 
100,000; coffee, $817,000: cocoa, $800,000 
drugs and chemicals, $658,00. The 
shipments from the United States to the 
colonies were mainly breadstuffs, pro- 
visions, manufactures of iron, _ steel 
and wood and cotton.

RESULTS OF THE ELECTIONS. 

The results of Tuesday's elections 
are mixed. They point to no decisive 
conclusions, for the reason, primarily, 
that no well-defined issues were in- 
volved in the contest. Unlike th® great 
struggle of 1896, the battle of the bal- 
lots which was fought on Tuesday had 
no great national principle back of it. 
The issues involved Were to a great 
extent of a local nature, and personal 
considerations “were“in many cases a 
strong determining, factor in the con- 
test. The results of the elections can 
hardly be classed as political, except in 

‘a restricted sense. 

Our friends of the Demo-silverite 
faith will doubtless claim the results 
of the elections as a, great anti-Repub- 
lican victory. Such claims, as the 
returns plainly indicate, are without 
foundation in fact. . Taking all the cir- 
cumstances and conditions into consid- 
eration, the Republicans held their 
own as fully as could reasonably have 
been expected. It is a. well-known fact 
that the successful party in a national 
election is sure to suffer some. losses 
of votes in the elections next succeed- 

ing. Many voters feel that their party 
and its principles, having been trium- 
phant in the greater contest, do not 
need their votes when no emergency 
is presented. The stay-at-home vote 
is therefore taken more largely from 
the party in power, on off-years, than 
from the party out of power. The suc- 
cessful party necessarily makes en- 
* emies among the army of office-seek- 
ing patriots, and these feel it incum- 
bent upon them to vote with the enemy 
at the first opportunity. Then there 
is a large class of restless voters, 
holding indecisive opinions, who make 
a point of voting for “a change” at 
every election. Their ballots are cast 
against whichever party is in power at 
the time the election is held. 

These and other similar influences, 
which it is needless to enumerate, suf- 
ficiently explain the apparent loss of 
Republican prestige in some sections— 
a loss which is apparent rather than 
real. Those who interpret the results 
of Tuesday’s elections as indicating a 
loss of public confidence in the Re- 
publican party and the administration 
are deceiving themselves, while at the 
same time they impugn the intelli- 
gence of the people. The principles 
and policies for which the American 
people declared so emphatically one 
year ago are as vital today as they 
were then. The pledges of the Repub- 

_ lican party have been carried out by 
the administration, with results which 
have been highly beneficial to all sec- 
tions of the country. From the depths 
of depression the business interests of 
the nation have emerged into the 

wholesome sunlight of activity and 
prosperity. The policies which have 
brought about this welcome change for 
the better are to continue in force, 
and the era of prosperity upon which 
we have entered will continue so long 
as the influences and conditions which 
have ‘called it take existence remain 
operative. 

If the Presidential election of 1896 
were to be held again tomorrow, the 
victory for the Republican cause 
would be far more sweeping than it 
was one year ago. The people have 
had a practical demonstration of the 
benefits of Republican policies reduced 

_-to practice, and of the evil results fol- 
jlowing a departure from those prin- 
ciples. If the question of returning to 
the Cleveland regime, or to any re- 
gime similar thereto, were before the 
people, they would decide overwhelm- 
ingly against so retrogressive and sui- 
cidal a course. 

It is idle, therefore, for our opponents 
to talk of a loss of public confidence 
in the Republican, party and the ad- 
ministration. The people have full 
confidence in both. That confidence 
has been fully justified by accomplished 
results, and will find still ampler cause 
for justification in the future. 


The government has gotten onto an 
idea that is so brilliant that it is a 
_ Wonder no one ever thought of it be- 
. “fore. Ths proposition now is to print 
the several denominations of notes in 
different colors. This would make it 
possibie for the public to know a one, 
two, five, ten, or twenty-dollar bill, ete., 
at a glance, by its hue, and it would 
also make it impossible for the astute 
counterfeiter to raise a one-dollar bill 
to a ten, or a two-dollar pill to a 
twenty, and so on. This is a sound and 
sensible project, so simple and easily 
accomplished that there ought to be no 
question about its immediate adoption. 
The greenback must go and make way 
for the redback and the biueback and 
the yellowback, or such other colors as 
may be found desirable. 


Things have a decidedly gloomy look 
for Marc Hanna in Ohio, but the offi- 
cial returns may change their Status. 
The Republicans ought to be repre. 
sented by a Senator from the Presi- 
dent's own State, and if they, are not, 
the extreme previousness and much- 
ness in evidence of Mr. Hanna may 
be set up as the reason.

@punber of reasons. 


CHINESE EXCLUSION. 


The Chinese Exclusion Act, otherwise 
known as the Geary law, so long as it 
is one of the laws of the land—even if 
it be not a very wise or just law—should 
be enforced. The evasion or non-en- 
forcement of any law breeds disrespect 
for all law, and tends directly toward 
anarchy and crime. One of the great- 
est needs of our system of government 
today is the need for the more thor- 
ough enforcement of the laws as they 
exist. Out of this pressing need grows 
a large proportion of the ills and abuses 
from which we suffer. 

Aside from the question as_ to 
whether a law is good of bad, the sim- 
ple fact that it is a law is sufficient 
reason for its literal enforcement. If 
the law is bad, its enforcement will 
emphasize its badness, and so will lead 
to its repeal. If the law is good, its 
enforcement will benefit the whole 
community, which is a sufficient reason 
for enforeg it. 

‘Col. J. T. Scharf, who was appointed 
by President Cleveland in 1893 to the 
office of Chinese Inspectar for the. 
Southern District of New York, re- 
signed his position in disgust some 
time ago, as was noted at the time in 
the dispatches. In tendering his resig- 
nation he declared that his experience 
during his term of office had convinced 
him that the Chinese Exclusion Act is 
a farce, and that, while failing to ac- 
complish the object for which it was 
enacted, it has also been the cause of 
a vast amount -of corruption among 
officials of the Treasury Department. 
Soon after his appointment, Col. 
Scharf preferred charges against sev- 
eral customs officers in his district, ace 
cusing them of being concerned inthe 
smuggling of Chinese into the country, 
in violation of the law. These charges 
led to counter-charges against Col. 
Scharf, which he easily disproved. But 
the controversy subjected him td sa, 
many annoyances, and so hampered 
him in the discharge of his official 
duties, and he was at length impelled, 
by sheer disgust to resign. 

Col. Scharf estimates that there are 
now seven times as many Chinese in the 
United States as there were at the time 
the Exclusion Act became a law. He 
alleges that even half a million Celes- 
tials have come into the country dur- 
ing the past five years, and that of this 
number at least 450,000 have com® in 
illegally, and through the corrupt con- 
nivance of government officials. The 
majority of. these unwelcome arrivals 
have come into the country over the 
Canadian border, and the Canadian 
Pacific Railway has been the medium 
and the agency by which they have 
been enabled to reach this country. 
Col. Scharf declares that the Canadian 
Pacific Railway has realized more than 
$1,000,000 annually by reason of this 
traffic, and he further alleges that a 
number of high officials in the Treas- 
ury Department at Washington and in 
the customs service at New York are 
receiving not less than $15,000 per year 
each for conniving at this illegal traffic 
in orientals He declares, also, that 
every customhouse on the frontier, 
from Seattle to New York, is tinctured 
With corruption of the same kind, and 
that it now costs a Chinaman only $110 
to get into the United States, where it 
formerly cost $250, showing that the 
facilities for the admission of the 
heathen, in deflance of law, are increas- 
ing. 

These charges by Col. Scharf are of a 
a very grave character, and demand a 
most searching investigation. He 
should be afforded an opportunity to 
make them more explicit and specific 
before a proper tribunal of inquiry. 
, Congress has provided for a Committee 
of Investigation to sift this matter, and 
the work should be done with the ut- 
most thoroughness. If Col. Scharf’s 
charges he substantiated, the officials 
found guilty should receive the severest 
punishment possible under the law. 
The Congressional committee will prob- 
ably begin its investigations some time 
}im December, or at least early in Jan- 
uary. Unless Col. Scharf has been 
drawing liberally on his imagination, 
some startling disclosures may be ex- 
pected. Let the work be well done, 
and let no guilty man escape. 


The news that the owners of the 
famous Temple Block property, at the 
northern junction of Spring and Main 
streets, are to raze the present struc- 
ture and supplant it -by a handsome 
modern building of six stories, will be 
hailed with delight by everybody in 
Los Angeles.

LOS ANGELES THEATER. The 
drama of romance, with its picturesque 
gentlemen of the doublet and hose and 
the ready sword, which came in swiftly 
upon the heels of the problem,play with 
its fetid odors and fleshiness, has 
been much and strongly in evidence of 
late, and it is good that it is so; just 
as it is good that the novel of adven- 
ture has in large measure supplanted 
the erotic emanations of morbid minds. 
Such a play is “Under the Red Robe,” 
which the Frohman company presented 
here last night for the first time. 

To be sure, it is not the original 
Frohman company which set the play 
upon its feet in the metropolis, and 
sent its fame. ringing across the con: 
tinent and giving the theater devotee 
a longing to see what manner of a play 
it was, and in what. manner it was 
played, but for all that the company 
now with us gives the fine pictures of 
the Weyman story a not ill-considered 
setting, and so sets the moving situa- 
tions upon the boards that they have 
a most goodly seeming. As for the 
play, it is a strong, vivid, keenly inter- 
esting conceit wrought out by a com- 
petent hand from a mine of rich Mate- 
rial. Stanley Weyman’s romances are 
always “good stories,” according to the 
universal judgment of novel readers, 
and in “Under the Red Robe” the has 
accomplished some of his best work.

From a somewhat tame first act it 
leads on from scene to scene that grow 
more interesting and exciting as the 
motif is disclosed, and there are a suc- 
cession of climaxes that have the true 
dramatic element strong and forcefully 
reached.

William Morris, who is not a stranger 
to local audiences, appeared in the 
picturesque role of Gil de Berault, the 
fighting free lance of Weyman’s story, 
whom the foxy Cardinal Richelieu 
sends on a spy’s mission in order that 
he may save his own neck from the 
penalty set against those who engage 
in the gentle art of dueling. One can- 
not say that Mr. Morris plays this role 
with the force and verve of the ideal 
D’Artagnan, and yet he does not play 
it badly by any means. If one were to 
undertake to say just what he lacks in 
brief, it would be that he is too plainly 
a gentleman rather than the “black 
death” of the story, whose sword is 
ever ready to prick an adversary, and 
whose career has more to do with the 
fillip of cards at the gaming table than 
being the handsome and rather too 
placid gallant which Mr. Morris makes 
htm. One’s idea of De Berault is that 
he was a devel-may-care carver of his} 
fellow-man of the D’Artagnan school, 
and that therefore Mr. Morris is alto- 
gether too tame. But this player ‘has 
a fine, handsome, manly presence and 
a good voice, and hence he is by no 
means unacceptable in the part. 

Mary Hampton, grown somewhat 
away from the willowy and lithe young 
woman of former seasons, shines re- 
splendent in the part of the beautiful 
heroine Renée de Cocheforet, as she 
always has in whatever role she has 
essayed to present. Miss Hampton has 
splendid emotional force, the quality 
of womanliness well developed, a bright 
intelligence and that sort of grace 
which gives her art an ever-engaging 
charm. One might look far indeed to 
discover an actress who cauld present 
this fascinating character with better 
effect than Miss Hampton did last

PROF. PARKER CHOSEN. 


WILL PRESIDE OVER ARIZONA 
STATE UNIVERSITY. 
{ 
Selected for the Place by Gov. Me- 
Cord and Ex-Gov. Hughes—What 
Arizona is Doing as Told by Her 
Representative Men. 


“We have today elected Prof. Millard 
F. Parker, vice-president of the Throop 
Polytechnic Institute at Pasadena and 
formerly Mayor of that city, as presi- 
dent of the Territorial University of 
Arizona,” said Gov. M. H. McCord last 
night. 

The Governor of Arizona was taking 
a rest in bed when the reporter called 
on him, and after the first inquiry he 
he said: 

“Oh, go after ex-Gov. L. C. Hughes, 
the chancellor of the university. He 
can tell you all about it.” 

“But, Governor,’ said ex-Gov. 
Hughes, ‘“‘you know there are several 
things about the college that you want 
to talk about.” , 

“All right,’ said McCord, “you fel- 
lows talk it over. I'll be there as we 
go along.” 

“Well,” said ex-Gov. Hughes, “it is 
this way. We wanted a strong man at 
the head of our State University. We 
are not. a State, I know, but the uni- 
rank along with the 
schools of any of the new States, and 
some of the older in the Union. Our 
university receives $40,000 a year from 
the United States government. That 
in itself is a big help to a school, and 
we propose to see that it is properly 
expended. Our’s is a new country, and 
connected with our university we have 
$25,000 per annum for an agricultural: 
department and $15,000 for an experi- 
metal station from Uncle Sam. -The 
money is well and wisely spent. Within 
ten years Arizona, no matter how 
great her mines may be, will rank as 
the richest and best agricultural do- 
main in this country. What we want 
now. is the best backing we can get 
to push our prosperity along.” 

“Gov. Hughes is right,’ said Gov. 
McCord from his comfortable pillow. 
“He is the chancellor of the university 
and ex-Governor of the Territory, and 
I am the Governor of the Territory and 
his assistant in -the university work. 
But politics don’t count in this. We 
both of us, Hughes and I, are working 
to build up the university. Now we 
selected Prof. Parker because we be- 
lieved he would ‘fill the bill,’ as they 
say back home, The position pays a 
salary of $2500 a year, and then there 
are perquisites that bring the salary 
up to a good substantial figure. 

“We are doing nothing on the cheap 
in Arizona,” said Gov. McCord. “We 
do not need worry ourselves much. The 
future will take care of Arizona. We 
are producing 3000 tons of copper and 
$800,000 worth of gold from. our mines 
every month, We have over three hun- 
dred thousand head of cattle fattened 
for market and they are bringing prices 
never before asked in the Territory. 
Senator Ives’s ditches will irrigate 
over one hundred thousand acres of 
land within the year. What have we 
to complain of?” 

“But, Governor,” said ex-Gov. 
Hughes, “‘you have forgotten that there 
is talk of annexing San Diego county 
to Arizona.”’ 
“That’s so,” said Gov. McCord. 
“Well, San Diego county is a lovely 
county, beyond question, but we don’t 
want it. California can. have San Di- 
ego county all to it’s lonely. We have 
troubles enough of our own.” 

*“‘Now let me say a word about Prof. 
Parker,” said ex-Gov. Hughes. “He. 
is no stranger to Arizona. He has 
been there before and, be it said to his 
credit, wants to go back. He is a 
brother-in-law of Gen. Nelson A. Miles 
and is one of the best men in educa- 
tional circles in Southern California. 
“‘Now the Governor is a modest man,” 
said ex-Gov. Hughes. 
“That’s all right, Hughes,” said Mc- 
Cord from his pillow. “You talk about 
the Territory. You’re a newspaper 
He owns the Star. Make him 
talk.”’ 


“T cannot add anything to what has, 
been already said,” replied ex-Gov. 
Hughes. ‘We are certainly entitled to 
Statehood and shall keep demanding it. 
Of course we understand the San Di- 
ego-county annexation as a joke, but 
honestly, the county might do worse 
than come over to us. If you knew our 
Territory as I know it and as the Gov- 
ernor knows it, you would not be sur- 
prised at our insistence upon recogni- 
tion by the government as a State. The 
building up of our schools is our pride 
and we go home satisfied.” 

“Right, Hughes, right, for once,” 
murmured Gov. McCord as he turned 
over on the pillow and went to sleep. 


NEW GAS TRUST. 


It Will Supply All the Gas Used in 
Greater New York. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 3.—The Times 
‘says: “The incorporation at Albany on 
Monday. of the New Amsterdam Gas 
Company with a capital stock of $23,- 
000,000, of which $10,000,000 is to be pre- 
ferred stock is a not unnatural sequel 
to the recent consolidation of the Equit- 
able and the New York and East River 
Gas companies. Its creation is ac- 
cepted as an indication that within six 
months all the gas companies. of 
Greater New York will be united. As 
the gas,for the consolidated municipali- 
ties, except the borough of Richmond, 
may before long be made at Ravens- 
wood, L. I., where are now the works 
of the New York and East River Gas 
Company, which controls the gas tun- 
nel under the East River to this city. 
The list of directors given in the cer- 
tificate of incorporation of the New 
Amsterdam Gas Company is not re- 
garded as indicating on its face the real 
nature of the financial backing of the 
company. New directors will probably 
be chosen when it,.enters actively on its 
proposed operations, and the officers 
then chosen will show who are injactual 
control of the corporation.” 


A LOST SHIP. 


Much , Wreckage Passed by an In- 
coming Vessel. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


BOSTON, Nov. 3.—The bark Gazelle 
has arrived here from Para and Bar-

BEET-SUCAR BOOM. 


BIG FACTORY TO BE BUILT IN 
VENTURA COUNTY. 


Site Selected and Nine Thousand 
Acres of Land Under Contract, 
with More in Sight. : 


ENTERPRISE OF THE OXNARDS. 


AN INVESTMENT OF TWO AND A 
HALF MILLIONS PROPOSED. 


Arrangements with Ventura Farm- 
ers Will Be Completed in a Few | 
Days, and Then Work, Will 

Be Pushed, 


Another important enterprise in the 
beet-sugar manufacturing industry is 
about to be launched by the Oxnards, 
proprietors of the Chino factory. After 
examining several different sites, in| 
widely-separated localities, they have 
at last decided in favor of Hueneme, 
Ventura county. In selecting this lo- 
cality in the Santa Clara Valley, pref- 
erence was shown over San Luis Obispo 
and Sacramento counties, as well as 
over Texas, all of which places were in 
the competition for securing the pro- 


poged factory. | 

The main features of this latest 
transaction, which is just about to be 
closed, are these: The production of 
beets on 10,000 acres of land, for five 
consecutive years, has been guaranteed 
for the factory’s use at the price of 
$3.25 per ton during the entire term; 
the beets to analyze not less than 12 
per cent. in saccharine matter, afid 25 
@ents for each per cent. of sugar above 
12 per cent. will be paid by the factory. 
One hunred acres for the factory site 
has been donated by the local people 
interested. Work on the building of 
the factory will begin promptly in order 
to have it ready for the campaign of 
1898. It is to have a capacity of 1000 
tons of beets per day, which will be in-~ 
creased to 2000 tons in 1899. The South- 
ern Pacific Company, through C. P. 
Huntington in New York, has agreed 
to build a spur five miles long from its 
Coast division line to the site of the fac- 
tory in the valley, a few miles from 
the town of Hueneme, and the Oxnards 
will continue the line, at their own cost,. 
five miles further, from the factory to 
the ocean, where they will build sid- 
ings, wharves, warehouses, etc. The 
right-of-way for this line, together with 
wharf-site privileges, has been secured 
by the factory builders. 

The agreed price of $3.25 per ton for 
beets is 25 cents below the price paid 
at Chino; therefore this concession by 
the growers to the manufacturers will 
amount in five years to nearly $200,000. 

The location of this beet-sugar fac- 
tory in Ventura will prove of great im- 
portance to that county, adding an im- 
portant element to its productive 
power, population and wealth. 

The Oxnard party, comprising Henry 
Oxnard, president of the Oxnard Sugar 
Company; Robert Oxnard, president of 
the Western Sugar Refinery; 
Bower, their engineer, and two sur- 
veyors from Los Angeles, arrived at 
Hueneme on Saturday, October 24, and 
they were joined on October 28 by J. G. 
Oxnard, president of the Chino com- 
pany.. In an interview on Monday 
Henry Oxnard said: “I am very desir- 
ous of establishing a factory here, 
where the conditions are so favorable. 
to the successful growing of sugar 
beets. The only thing that could pre- 
vent the building of the factory here 
would be the failure of the Ventura 
Beet Growers’ Union to get the land 
subscribed to grow sugar beets. Our 
requirements are that they shall fur- 
nish 10,000 acres of land, guaranteed to 
be .planted to sugar beets the coming 
season, and then have 5000 acres more 
ready for planting in 1900. I know 
where I can put my hand on 5000 acres 
more, making the full requirement of 
20,000 acres. The first 10,000 acres must 
be within the radius of six miles of the 
factory; the rest may befurther away, 
as we shall later on run railroads to 
bring in the beets from remote lands. 
~* All the machinery for the factory is 
ordered, and the entire work will be 
finished by next August, in time for the 
next sugar campaign. It will crowd us 
to do it, as there are over eight thou- 
sand tons of machinery to be handled 
and put in place. We will work day 
and night. An electric-light plant will 
be put in to facilitate the night work. 
The plant I have ordered will have the 
capacity of handling 2000 tons of beets 
a day when finished, but to begin with 
we will only put in machinery for 
handling 1000 tons daily. Certain parts 
of the machinery will be made for 2000 
tons capacity, and other parts can be 
added at any time. This will be the 
largest factory built except the 3000- 
ton factory Mr. Spreckels is building at 
Salinas. I think Mr. Spreckels is mak- 
ing a mistake in building too large a 
factory. I am almost afraid ours is too 
large. 

“The Beet Growers’ Union has not 
complied with the requirements as yet, 
but I have no doubt it will. I have ex- 
tended the time until next Saturday 
night. There is no time to waste if we 
get ready fornext crop. In factit willcost 
us about 15 per cent. more to build the 
factory by next August than if we took 
time for the wogk. I have got every- 
thing ready to touch the match to it, 
and the work will move right along. 
I have even invited bids for building 
material, on the supposition that the 
farmets will subscribe the requisite 
amount of land. The machinery is or- 
dered and it is going to be put in 
operation.” 

Henry T. Oxnard met the committee 
representing the farmers and land- 
owners. of the county Tuesday after- 
noon in the office of his attorneys, To- 
land & Andrews. The committee re- 
ported that over nine thousand of the 
first ten thousand acres were signed 
and also about five thousand of the 
second ten thousand acres. They also 
stated that they had every reason to 
believe that within a few days the en- 
tire acreage required would be sub- 
scribed. With this showing, Mr. Ox- 
nard readily granted an extension of 
one week, when the matter will be 
finally determined. 

The site selected for the factory is on 
what is known as the J. Y. Saviers’s 
place, now owned by Thomas Rice, 
near El Rio. The right-of-way from 
Montalvo to this site has been ob- 
tained, also the right-of-way for a 
railroad and for pipe lines, to convey 
waste water to the ocean. 

.When all arrangements: have been 
completed, there will be 10,000 acres 
subscribed for the culture of beets for 
a series of five years, commencing with 
the season of 1898. This contract, at’ 
the option of Henry T. Oxnard may 
continue for two years longer. There 
will also be 10,000 acres subscribed, in 
which beets are to be planted com- 
mencing with the’ season of 1899 and 
continuing for four years, provided Mr. 
Oxnard gives notice of increasing the 
capacity of the factory from 1000 to 
2000 tons per day. The company agrees 
not to receive any beets unless con- 
tracted now. 

The factory, when completed, will 
represent $2,500,000 of capital, with a ca- 
pacity of 2000 tons per day. It will

HAWAIIAN COMPETITION, 


7 Annexation a Menace to This Coun- 


try’s Prosperity. 

J. Ross Clark, one of the owners and 
general manager of the Los Alamitos 
Sugar Company, was seen yesterday at 
at office in the Byrne Block, in this 
city. 

Mr. Clark says their first season in 
pre manufacture of beet sugar at Los 
Alamitos has been a satisfactory one, 
both to the refinery and to the grow- 
ers of the beets for their factory. Their 
beets have shown a sugar content av- 
eraging almost exactly 16 per cent. This 
is a higher per cent. than usual in beet 
culture, and as the farmer is paid 25 
cents per ton extra, for every 1 per cent. 
above the standard of 12 per cent., the 
percentage of sugar is important to the 
farmer. 

Mr. Clark was asked when their re- 
finery season would close this year, and 
replied that they had already finished 
slicing beets, and that their campaign 
for 1897 was practically at an end. Next 
year they expect to have a considerably 
larger run. 

“Can you say, Mr. Clark, what your- 
plans are regarding the new factory on 
the lands recently acquired by your 
company, near Bixby?” 

‘We shall not, at any rate, build 
there in time for next season’s -busi- 
ness,” was the reply. ‘We shall en- 
large the refinery at Los Alamitos, and 
whatever beets are grown on our new 
lands will be sliced there. The title to 
the lands has not yet passed to us, and 
that would leave us a very short time 
for the work. Besides that we are not 
at all averse to awaiting the outcome of 
the Hawaiian annexation scheme, 

“T am surprised that party consider- 
ation should have influenced so many in 
this matter, and I am amazed that any 
considerable number of men in Cali- 
fornia (outside of San Francisco, where 
there are many commercially inter- 
ested) should favor annexing to this 
country the most dangerous rival that 
California, especially Southern Califor- 
nia, has in the world. 

“T consider annexation a menace to 
the material interests of Southern Cali- 
fornia, and there are other non-parti- 
San reasons than that their chief ex- 
ports gre sugar. Their labor is chiefly 
coolie labor, and must continue to be 
such. This labor in case of annexation 
would permanently ‘place American 
agricultural labor without the usual 
benefits to other American labor. ‘Sell 
much and buy little’ may be said to be 
a fair ‘motto for all this Mongolian 
labor, 

“This is shown pretty clearly in our 
dealings with the,Sandwich Islands un- 
der the existing so-called reciprocity 
treaty. Last year they sent to us 227,000 
tons of 96 per cent. sugar and about 
250,000 tons this year, on which the duty 
alone rebated to the growers amounted 
to over $8,000,000, while the total value 
of our exports for the same time was 
less than half this amount.” 

“But does not this sugar coming in 
free, benefit the consumers here?’’ was 
asked. 

“Not at all,” said Mr. Clark. “The 
Hawalian sugar planters put the duty 


Not providing 
enough sugar to supplyeour whole mar- 
ket, they simply could sell at the same 
price as all other foreign sugars, plus 
the duty.”

AS rapidly as possible we are placing 
Our telephone wires underground in 
Los Angeles,” said John I. Sabin, pres-' 
ident and general manager of the Sun- 
Set Telephone Company, at the Van 
Nuys Hotel last night. Mr. Sabin is 
here, with his two daughters from Son 
Francisco, on a visit to Mrs. Sabin, who 
is spending the winter in Los Angeles 
for her health. 

“So far,” continued Mr. Sabin, “we 
have about ten blocks of underground 
work in this city completed. We are 
working slowly and very surely, and 
in a short time the Los Angeles people 
will have even better service than they 
have at present. 

Los Angeles, by the way,” said Mr. 
Sabin, “furnishes a greater num- 
ber of subscribers to the telephone 
in proportion to its population than any 
other city on the Pacific Coast, and, as 
& natural consequence, the company is 
trying to give its patrons here the best 
possible service. We would like to take 
down every pole we have in Los An- 
geles, and we will take a good many of 
them down in the near future. While 
it costs more in the first outlay to put 
wires underground, we find that in the 
long run the service is much better and 
much cheaper for us, and more satis- 
factory to our patrons. 

‘The telephone is naturally the rival 
of the telegraph. It must be so. For 
the cost of a message by wire you can 
talk for fifteen seconds to a party in 
San Francisco. A man who wants to 
talk business can say a whole Jot in fif- 
teen seconds, if- the other party is lis-- 
tening, and there is where we gain an 
advantage. Our line from Los Angeles 
to San Diego has never paid a dollar, 
so far, on the investment, but it was a 
good thing to make the extension, even 
though it does. not pay> 

How about a cable to Catalina Isl- 
and? Well, it’s just this way. We 
want to reach every point that it will 
pay us to reach, and we are ready to 
go in with any and everybody who 
want telephone service. The line to 
Catalina Island could probably be built 
at a cost of $1000 per mile for the cable, 
but it woyld not pay the company to 
undertake the enterprise alone. From 
what I am told, I think a line to the 
‘island would be of much service. The 
government is looking at the island 
from the weather bureau and light- 
house standpoint, but its plans are re- 
mote. There is no trouble about laying 
over there, providing it would 
“In the East we are rapidly sup- 
planting other service for newspapers.

At present we talk 
from Montreal, Can., via Boston, New 
York and Chicago to Omaha, a distance

The Fire Commissioners will proba- 
hiy award today the contract for sup- 
plying the city with 1000 feet of fire 
hose. The bidders appeared before the 
hoard yesterday and the merits of the 
several brads of hose were fully pre- 
sented. Another attempt to secure 
sufficient votes in the Council to raid 
the Police Commission has been made. 
It proved unsuccessful. 

The petition for resurfacing Spring 
street will probably be presented to 
the Council next Monday. 

The Board of Supervisors passed an 
order yesterday calling a special elec- 
tion to determine whether or not the 


county shall be refunded at a reduced 
rate of interest.. Bonds to the amount 


upon which an average rate of 5% per 
cent. interest is paid. Under the re- 
funding scheme a reduction of 1 1-5 per 
cent. will be made. The date of ma- 
turity is deferred several years, how- 
ever.

A comparison 
of the bids shows 
seven bidders ask the same price, 80 
cents per foot, for the best grade = of- 
fered. Of the remaining two bidders, 
the W. Cc. Fumey Company asks 75 
-eants for a hose hitherto untried in Los 
Angeles, and the Crane Company of- 
fers Imperial hose at 56 cents. The 
latter bid has been practically ignored. 

The only: hose made in this State is 
the Victor Jacket, handled by Harper, 
Reynolds & Co., and offered at 80 
cents. Mr. Bowers of San Francisco 
addressed the Fire Commission yester- 
day in support of this bid. He de- 
seribed in detail the process of manu- 
facture and insisted that the Victor is 
fully equal to any other hose in the 
market. He devoted some time to an 
attack upon the Dragon hose, offered 
by the W. C. Furrey Company at 75 
cents. This Mr. Bowers described asa 
cheap grade of hose, of inferior qual- 
ity. The charge had been made that 
the Victor Jacket was offered in Spo- 
kane at 75 cents, but Mr. Bowers de- 
clared that the,only authorized price 
was 80 cents. 

The representative of the Paragon 
hose, offered by the Union Hardware 
and Metal Company at 80 cents, spoke 
very briefly, merely saying that he 
should make no attempt to decry the 
hose of his competitors and that he was 
satisfied to let the past record of the 
Paragon brand speak for it. This 
brand has been in use in this city for 
years, 

The merits of the Bay State hose, of- 
fered by the Cass & Smurr Company at 
80 cents, were detailed by Mr. Chap- 
man, who declared that it was impos- 
sible that any hose made in this State 
could be equal in quality to hose which 
has been manufactured in the East by 
a firm that has been in the business for 
fifty years past. 

A strong plea was made for the Ba- 
ker Fabric hose, offered by C. B. 
Boothe & Co. at 80 cents. Mr. Bates, 
representing the bidders,“ presented the 
strong points of this brand and showed 
its alleged superiority to other makes. 
The bidders offered to have the brass 
couplings made in this city so as to 
bring them within the home-products 
law, provided the entire contract were 
awarded to them. 

The Mastiff hose was offered by the 
California Hardware Company at 80 
cents. Its advocate declared it the best 
offered to the city. 

In behalf of the W. C. Furrey Com- 
pany, Mr. Furrey described the merits 
of the Dragon hose, offered at 75 cents. 
He said that his company had sold the 
Los Angeles fire department more hose 
in the past twenty-six years than all 
the other concerns put together. Mr. 
Chase, repregenting the New York 
Belting and Packing Company, the 
manufacturer of the hose, denied em- 
phatically that the Dragon is a cheap 
or inferior grade of hose. 

This concluded the presentation of 
arguments and the commissioners ad- 
journed to the Mayor’s office to con- 
sider the bids in executive session. A 
quarter of an hour later the Mayor 
emerged and announced that no de- 
cision had been reached and that the 
matter would be taken up again 10 
o'clock this morning.

BOND ELECTION CALLED. 


PROCLAMATION ISSUED BY THE 
SUPERVISORS. 


Proposition to Refund the County’s 
Bonded Indebtedness at a Re- 
duced Rate of Interest—Time for 
Payment to Be Extended, 


The Board of Supervisors passed an 
order yesterday afternoon calling a 
special election for Saturday, December 
11, to determine whether or not the 
bonded indebtedness of the, county 
shall be refunded. : 

As a reason for the proposed refund- 
ing of the bonds the board statés that 
a saving can be effected in interest. 
The average interest on the outstand- 
ing bonds is 561-5 per cent. A reduc- 
tion toa 4 per cent. straight can be 
made by refunding. — ' 

The bonded indebtedness of the 
county at the present time is $680,000, 
most of which was incurred through 
the construction of the new Court- 
house. The amount is represented by 
bonds as follows: 


Date of bond— Rate. When due. Amount. 
6 percent. 1902 13, 
6 percent. 1904 38, 
4% percent. 1905 257,000 
414 percent. 1907 132,000 


Interest to be paid semi-annually. 

Under the terms of the proposed re- 
issuance the tdétal amount will be di- 
vided into annual payments of $34,000 
each, which will fall due on January 1 
of each year, beginning with 1903-and 
continuing till 1922—a period of twenty- 
five years. 

It is understood that the board is 
not a unit as to the wisdom of extend-' 
ing the bonds over such a long period. 
» While the rate of interest is greatly re- 
duced, the extension of time, it is held, 
will result in the county being forced 
10 pay just as much in the long run,as 
_photge be required under the-terms of 

he bonds now outstanding. To offset 
this it is held that the extension of 
time will make the redemption of the 
bonds much.easier, as the amounts to 
be paid“annually will be greatly de- 
creased. 

The board, accompanied by the 
County Surveyor, will visit Palmdale 
and Elizabeth Lake November 10 to lo- 
cate a road through thé Leonis Valley. 

The County Health Officer was in- 
structed to examine into the sanitary } 
condition of Los Angeles River near the 
sheep ranch, numerous complaints hav- 
ing been made.

A member of the County Board of 
Horticultural Commissioners was dele- 
gated to attend the meeting of the 
State commission, to be held at Sacra- 
mento November 15, the appointing 
stag being left to the county commis- 
sion. 

The culvert constructed on Michi- 
gan avenue was accepted, upon motion 
of the investigation committee. 

P. Espian was denied a license to 
conduct a saloon at Spadra. 

George S. Fleming, Constable in San 
Gabriel Township, was cited to appear 
and show cause why his office should 
not be declared vacant. Fleming, it 
appears, has left the township. 

E. A. Silvey of the Manzana Irriga- 
tion District was ordered to appear be- 
fore the board November 15 and bring 
the books necessary to show the dis- 
trict’s indebtedness. The district. di- 
rectors, it appears, have refused to levy 
an annual assessment ‘to meet out- 
standing bonds, and the Supervisors 
will. take the matter in their own 
A resolution was passed as fol- 
ows:

VIOLENTLY INSANE. — 


Kate Kliein Committed to the High- 
land Asylum. 

Mrs. Kate D. Klein was committed 
to the Southern California Hospital by 
Judge York yesterday. 

Mrs. Klein’s case is a sad one. »ix 
weeks.ago she became the mother of 
a second child. Naturally nervous and 
very frail, she became ill, but soon 
after partially recovered. The elder 
child, a girl, 6 years of age, was af- 
flicted with hip disease in one of its 
worst forms, and it was necessary to 
take her to a sanitarium. The physi- 
sians had to suspend her from the ceil- 
ing with weights upon her lower limbs 
in order to prevent contraction during 
an operation about to be performed. 
The agony thus caused to the child af- 
fected the mother’s mind, and she be- 
came hysterical. This was followed 
by evidences of a derangement of her 
mind, and Mrs. Klein grew gradually 
worse, until she became a raving ma- 
niac. The woman labored under the 
illusion that her child was going to be 
killed, and that she, herself, was to 
be chloroformed by the physicians who, 
she believed, intended to take her life. 


McCOMAS’S ENTHUSIASM, - 


Exceptions to His Argument in the 
Cantwell Case. 

Theodore Cantwell, convicted of man- 
slaughter on a charge of having caused 
the death of Mollie Phelan at the Rich- 
mond House in July last, was to have 
been sentenced by Judge Smith yester- | 
day, but through a technical move on 
the part of his attorney a continuance 
was obtained. J. Noonan Phillips, 
Esq., who defended Cantwell, moved 
that a new trial be granted, submitting 
an affidavit in which Deputy District 
Attorney McComas was charged with 
unfair conduct at the trial of the case. 
The prosecuting attorney is charged 
with having become “boisterous, ex- 
travagant, intemperate and even abu- 
sive’ toward Cantwell in his closing 
argument before the jury, and most of 
the assertions made were alleged to 
have been contrary to the evidence. 
Attorney Noonan presented a tran- 
script of the reporter’s notes to sub- 
stantiate his representations. Cantwell 
is branded as a macareaux and a good- 
for-nothing fellow by McComas. “He 
Was an associate of a prostitute,”’ he 
had said, “and I think he was even 
worse than Mollie Phelan. He lived 
upon the profits of her shame—one of 
the most despicable acts of which a 
man could be guilty. The woman is 
dead. God knows she Was once pure 
and virtuous. A man led her astray, 
and she started on the road to vice. 
Great God, if there is any class of peo- 
ple I have sympathy for it is the fallen 
woman, becaus? I know that when they 
have started downward only the power 
of the Almighty can save them.” | 

Mr. McComas is charged with hav- 
ing laid much of the Phelan woman's 
downfall to Cantwell, in which he was 
not supported by the evidence. 

William Johnson, who testified at 
the trial that he saw the Phelan woman 
fall to the floor on the night of her 


McComas’s argument ,as appears from 
the transcript. 

“Here ‘is the testimony of the colored 
gentleman, Mr. Johnson,” said the at- 
torney. “Tf he was not a beauty I 
never saw one in my life. He was @ 
fit lodger for the Richmond House—a 
fit consort for the crowd that frequents 
that ‘shebang.’ And wasn't hea lovely, 
sweet-scented specimen?’ ” 

To such remarks as these Attorney 
Phillips took’ exception, holding that 
an undue influence had been brought 
to bear upon the minds of the jurors, 
and that a new trial should be granted. 

Judge Smith agreed that Mr. Mc- 
Comas frequently grew intensely “en- 
thusiastic,” and that he had become so 
accustomed to it that he had ceased to 
take note of his ‘remarks. - He 
thought the best thing to do was to 
allow McComas until this morning to 
file a counter affidavit in explanation, 
and it was so ordered. 


THE CITY LOSES. 


Contractor Robb to Recover on His 
Seeurity Check. 

Judge York has decided against the 
city a suit brought by Contractor Ww. 
B. Robb to recover $1300 on a certified 
check which the City Council declared 
forfeited. Robb had contracted to 
erect a school building at Gates and 
San Pedro streets, but after the ac- 
ceptance of his bid by the Council he 
discovered, he says, that an error had 
been made in the estimates, and that 
if he completed the contract he would 
be forced to suffer a heavy loss. He 
therefore re to continte the work 
of construction@@nd his check was de- 
clared forfeited. Suit was brought 
against the city several months ago, 
culminating yesterday in favor of the 
contractor. 


A JUSTICE’S “BU LL.’’ 


Riddie is Allowed Another Exam- 
ination Because of It. 


Through the bungling work of J ustice 
Samuel Owens of Los Nietos in making 
out an information, Earl Riddle, bound 
over for grand larceny, will obtain a 
new preliminary examination. In mak- 
ing out the information Justice Owens 
charged Riddle with the theft of a 
bicycle alleged to be of the value of 
“silty-five’ dollars, or thereabouts, 
Just how much Owens estimated the 
bicycle to be worth Judge Smith con- 
fessed an inability to determine. Al- 
though he had an inkling of an idea 
concerning the free silver issue, hé had 
never learned of currency whose de- 
nomination was expressed by the term 
“silty.” As Riddle had been bound 
over for grand larceny and that offense 
constituted the theft of articles valued 
at $50 and over, Judge Smith said he 
was not certain as to the justice of the 
charge. So he ordered that the defend- 
ant be allowed another examination in 
the lower court.

HER SECOND DIVORCE. 


And the Same Man is Twice Made 
Defendant. 
Helene Ehlers ébtained a second di- 
vorce from P. W. Ehlers in Department 
Four, although it is less than seven 
years since the couple were married. 
The husband made a vigorous defense. 
He entered a cross-complaint in which 
charges equally as serious as those pre- 
ferred against him were made against 
the plaintiff. Both alleged cruelty. 
Mr. and Mrs. Ehlers were married in 
Germany and came to this country. 
Disagreements arose, and the wife 
sought and obtained a divorce. A few 
months later a reconciliation was ef- 
fected in this city. and upon the for- 
mer-husband’s promises to do better, he 
was forgiven and remarried to Helene. 
It meee long, however, before the old 
difficulties were revived and, the plain- 
tiff alleges, the husband who at one 


time was full of repentence and prom- 


ises, resumed his abusive attitude to- 
ward her. Finally, she says, she could 
stand his abuse no longer, and deter- 
mined to seek a divorce. 

Much of the testimony was-glong lines 
common to the average divorce pro- 
ceedings. Ehlers was charged with 
having done everything in his power 
to make life unpleasant and unendur- 
able for his wife, and Mrs. Ehlers, in 
turn, was charged with nearly every 
unfaithful act upon the calendar. She 
had never tried to please him, the hus- 
band testified, and frequently called 
hima fool and a brute in the presence 
of company, giving force to her loudly- 
expressed epinions of him by spitting 
in his face. Mrs. Ehlers testified that 
her husband had deserted her several 
months ago, and had refused to con- 
tribute toward the support of herself 
and two children. Ehlers said she 
didn’t need any assistance, as_ she 
“could operate the piano well enough 
to earn her own living.” 

The trial of. the case occupied the 
greater part of the day, but it took 
Judge Van Dyke but a few moments to 
reach a_ decision. A divorce was 
promptly granted, and Mrs. Ehlers 
awarded $20 a month alimony, as well 
as the custody of-the children.

Climate and 
The Weather Bureau’s

“the week ending November 1 says the 


weather was clear and somewhat 
cooler the past week, with occasional 
light frosts in the mountain sections 
of the northern portion, occurrences 
which are to be expected at this sea- 
son in those localities. Considerable 
drying desert winds prevailed which 
were good for raisin-making, but 
tended to dry out the soil and retard 
plowing and seeding. There were high 
northerly winds on October 24, which 
caused some damage to trees and the 
apple crop. The damage to the raisin 
crop from the late rains was not ma- 
terial, as the Weather Bureau fore- 
casts were given . wide distribution, 
which enabled necessary precautions 
to be taken to protect drying grapes. 
Bean threshing is generally finished 
with a good average yield; oranges are 
coloring fast, and ripening much 
earlier than usual. The walnut crop 
has nearly all been gathered, and in 
excellent condition. Orchard ground is 
in good condition, though in some 
cases irrigation is being done on ac- 
count of the drying winds. 

Los Angeles city—Weather was clear 
and slightly cooler, with considerable 
drying northerly winds. No rain dur- 
ing the week,’ but generous rains, 
amounting to 2.47 inches fell in Octo- 


ber. Highest temperature, 77 deg.;

‘COTTON-SEED OIL IN FRANCE. 


your 


For a long time past Americans have 


4 


been in the habit of buying “pure olive 
oil,” with French labels, which oil 
consists principally of the product of 
American cotton 'seed. It appears that 
the French are now having a taste of 


their own medicine, as they are‘making 


loud complaints regarding the sale in 
that country of cotton-seed oil under 
French labels’ It is only fair to state 
that much of the adulteration of olive 
oil that is sold in this country is done 
by Americans in the East, who import 
the refuse of European olive oil mills, 
mixing it with cotton-seed oil. On the 
other hand, Europe has been importing 
immense quantities Of American cot- 
ton seed, which is doctored, labeled 


and shipped back to America as olive 


States: 


oil. The French people are also worry- 
ing over the growth of the olive indus- 
try in California, which is beginning 
to interfere, with the French product. 
The Boston Advertiser recently had the 
following on the subject: 

“There is trouble in France, and es- 
pecially in Marseilles. It seems that 
the manufacture of pure olive oil is 
no. longer a monopoly. in France. It |. 
may be admitted that. olives do not 
grow very abundantly in the United 
but it, seems equally evident 
that the production of olive oil from 
American materials threatens the 
French industries very seriously. The 
question is so important that it is be- 
ing discussed solemnly by French 
statesmen and French newspapers, and 
some of the latter do not hesitate to 
declare that a crisis of grave moment 
stares the French nation in the face. 

“The product known as cotton-seed 
oil, it is well understood, comes from 
the southern part of the United States. 
The cotton seeds, when properly 
treated, yield a clear and not disagrce- 
able oil, which is exported to Europe’ 
in large quantities. After passing in 
the hands of certain well-known dealers 
in Europe, it reappears under the label 
of ‘pure olive oil, imported direct from 
the continent.’ It is then eagerly con- 
sumed by Americans, who would prob- 
ably scorn to use American cotton-seed 


oil without a French or Italian label. 


“The complaint in France, however, 
is that the cotton-seed oil is proving so 
popular that ‘pure olive oil’ actually 
made from olives—can apparently find 
nothing like its former market. Civil- 


{zed people not only tolerate the Amer- 
. jean product, but they apparently pre- 


fer it to the real French product, so 
long as the former has the gaudy label 
printed in French or Italian. The 
French houses that import this oil for 
exportation to the United States are 
doing a heavy business. In two years 
the French imports of cotton seed thave 
finereased far more than 100 per cent. 

“Representatives ofthe industry of 


-making olive oil from real olives are 


protesting bitterly to the French gov- 
ernment. They. assert plaintively that 
their trade is being destroyed, and that 
a heavy duty should be placed upon 
American oil, so as to limit decidedly 
the importations of the oil into France. 
Even if this action should be. faken, 
however, would not the shrewd French 
manufactures export; labels to this 
country to be placed upon the product 
of their American manufactories? In 


‘that event how would the ‘real olive 


oil’ industry in France gain anything 


of importance?” | 


BIG WINE CROP. Never before 
have the vines of California borne as 
prolifically as this season. Although 
the acreage is less than some years. 
ago, the yield will come up nearly to 
the heaviest vintage ever known. Prob- 
ably twenty-three million gallons of 
dry wine and five millions of sweet are 
not far from the figures. Growers have 
obtained from $5 to $13 a ton advance 
on their grapes. So great is the supply 
of wine that some people fear that it 
will be difficult to dispose of it, and 
that prices may drop considerably. 


A BOOM IN BUSTLES. The follow- 
ing highly important and interesting 
information on the subject of bustles. 
which make girls look like Dutch milk 
women, is extracted from the Women’s 
and Infants’ Furnisher: 

“Bustles are in.style again, and are 
most acceptable in their present form. 
They are not the monstrosities of a few 
years ago, but are neat and graceful, 
and just large enough to round up the 
figure and give the proper set to the 
skirt and prevent its sagging. 

“Retailers in all parts of the country 
are buying bustles freely, and the de- 
mand, ever since the spring season, 
has increased remarkably. Manufac- 
turers report better sales in July and 
August than in the spring months. 

“The bustle is becoming an important 
article, and as much care and attention 
should be given to keeping retail stocks 
up and well displayed as is given to the 
corset stock. 

“Some new ideas have appeared for 
fall, the latest being a moderately-long 
poste With hip extensions. It is very 

mportant that retailers carry a va- 
riety of styles of bustles, for while one 
customer may require a bustle with hip 
extensions, others may want a small, 
medium or long-back bustle. Women 
are as anxious about their bustles as 
they are about their corsets, and should 
be able to find all the desirable Styles 
where they deal.”

WORK BEGUN IN THE SANTA ANA 
CANYON. 


Will Be the Longest and Most Pow-, 
erful Electric-power System in 
the World—Funeral of Anna 
Blythe Holywell—Price of Or- 
anges Fixed. 


REDLANDS, Nov. 3.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] Nearly five hundred men are at work~ 
in the Santa Ana Cafion, digging tunnels and 
building flumes for the Southern California 

The character of the work is not generally 
understood. The flow of the river is to be 
directed into a flume having a capacity of 
11,000 inches. The water will be conveyed, by 
a Series of tunnels and flumes, to a point 
several miles below, where a fall of 750 feet 
will be effected, and the power developed 
therefrom will prove sufficient .to run the 
trolley cars in Los Angeles and to light Pasa- 
dena. 

There will be 11,600 feet of tunnels,-of which 
8000 feet have already been completed. There 
will be eighteen tunnels, the longest of which 
is 2100 feet in length. The work will be com- 
pleted before January 1 next, and ‘Ah aa 
sent the expenditure 6f nearly $125,000. 

At the foot of the falls, a power-house will 
be erected, work on which has already been 
begun. The contractors are Thornton & Len- 
ner of Los Angeles, and the building will cost 
about $35,000. The power will be supplied by 
six water-wheels, each eighty-two inches in 
diameter. The line to Los Angeles will be 
eighty miles long, and it will require 4000 
poles and thirty ‘tons of wire to build it. 
There will be a power of 33,000 volts, which 
will. constitute,. in conneetion- with the Los 
Angeles line, the longest and most powerful 
electric-power system of its kind in the 


world.

Only three men 
out of the twenty showed any disposition to 
let Moffatt alone when the trouble was 


started.

At the meeting 
of that body Tuesday evening, Trustee Hill 
moved that the City Attorney be instructed 


man Act, for the extension of First and Fifth 


streets at present lie nearly at right angles 
to the channel of the inner harbor, but the 
Southern Pacific wharf extends between the 
termini of those thoroughfares and the inner 
harbor.

* SOUTHERN PACIFIC CINCH. 

Another species of extortion is charged 
against the Southern Pacific Company, and 
recent instances are cited in proof thereof. 
A San Pedro merchant, for example, buys a 
lot of goods from.San Francisco, ahd has 
them shipped by vessel. When the goods are 
discharged at the wharf depot, the merchant, 
thinking to avoid unnecessary expense, drives 
his own wagon to the wharf for-the purpose 
of loading the goods at that point and haul- 
ing them to his store. But the Southern Pa- 
cific Company does not-do business that way. 
The merchant, when he asks for the goods at 
the wharf, is told that he must call for them 
at the company’s Fifth-street depot, about 
eight hundred feet distant. The merchant ts 
obliged to wait till the company goes through 
the farce of loading the goods on a freight 
car, hauling them over the 800 feet of track 
and there unloading them. Then the trades- 
man, when he calls for the goods at the Fifth- 
street depot, must pay $1 per ton for freight, 
this charge being made for hauling the goods 
from the wharf to that depot. 

Another of the fearful and wonderful 
charges which the company exacts is in con- 
nection with shipments from this neighbor- 
hood to San Francisco. Ship,ecrs who have 
bad grain to send to San Francisco have 
hauled it direct to the Southern Pacific wharf, 
thinking thereby té save paying freight from 
Wilmington or from the Fifth-street depot to 
the wharf. To their surprise they have 
found that the company charged more for 
putting the frieght on the steamers when 
shippers haul it to the wharf than when 
shipped from Wilmington or the Fifth-street 
depot. At the wharf the company would 
charge $1 per ton for this service. If the 
freight were shipped from either of the other 
two points mentioned. the company would 
charge only 25 cents per ton for-hauling it ta}
